Mighty and inngnilicoiil strotclios tlui 
wild coast of Costa llica, one unbi'okuii 
cliiiin (if iiRiuiitniiiH high and low, gluoiiiy 
and radiant, regular and fantastic— n 
oiiiiiliiimtidii of most iiiarvoldtts bi^auty 
.•iiid tiiipiiHiii'.i 1,'raiiil Mir. .Viid all tlii.s 
region oovuro.l with tropical forests of 
giant trees uiid paiMsitic plants, fresh and 
stupendous - ii regular virgin, bewildering 
forest of the south. 

Man lilies company. Yet if you are 
tired of life and have inisfortnno in your 
lioart you will always prefer a desert to a 
city, a siilitiidu to llie iioi.se and liirinoil of 
civilization. Fur in a fdrcHL ymi arc alone, 
for conipaiiy you liavi; a iiiagiiilicoiit 
iiiituru, for a bud your tiavelliiif^ lilaiikut, 
for a covur ii dense fuliago of loavijs or tlio 
blue canopy of liuavun, and if tlio fresh- 
ness of youth lias not altogothur left you 
and yuur heart is yet unspoiled, you will 
in every step discover new buautios in a 
tropical forest and you will worship the 
.Alniiglity who created this grand nature, 
^vitll Hiiieei'ity in your Buul and with mist 
ill your eye.s. 

It is Very hard travelliTig in a Coiitfal 
American forost, and you liavo to move 
slowly, stop by stop. Sometimes during | 
a day you cannot go further tliun a couple 
of miles from the point of starting, soino- 
tiiiies even loss. You have to cut your 
way through the detiae foliage and besides 
to look aftor wild aiiinmls and daiigorous 
inakes, for the Costa Jlican f.irest with 
all its b(!autios has also its dangers. Cou- 
gars reign here in undisturbed possuasioii 
of the land, and rattlosnake, coiul and 
.~icor])ion are tnu abundant to bo coni- 
fortftlile. Besides all lagoons, creeks and 
rivers are full of alligators, which grow 
liero and multiply with a r.ipidity un- 
known in any other couutiy in the world. 

The woods aro full of birds of brilliant 
plumage, from noisy macaw to small and 
beautiful paroquet.. The mid turkey ia 
abundant and the niiighificont curassdw 
lificco is to bo met with everywhere. This 
reiiiarkablti bird could bo doinealit^itud 
very easily and it would bo a great addi- 
tion to our poultry yards, for its lleah is a 
iuorsel for the gods. In tho last century 
lb was introduced into Holland and into 
France, where it seemed itorfoctly accli- 
uiatod, but the stock was lost amidst the 
siibae<|uent wars wliich followed the 
l''ronch revolution. Curassow is a galli- 
iiaccouB bird and very largo, sometinies 
even larger thtin a turkey; its head is 
adoniud with a. crest of featherH curled 
Forwards. There aro two species of this 
luagniticent bird in Costa Rica, the black 
and brown one. 1 brought some with nie 
to Califoniia and I sent a few to Kurope 
atid : tliay^Iiecaina* 

inestic in theii* habits. They could Ho" in- 
troduced easily into British Columbia. 

The Cciata Rican forest is a paradise for 
peccaries and eoatis. Peccary or chancho 
del in(;ute, as it is called by the 
imtives, resembles very much a" hog 
but ib is BQialler, with a narrow 
white '-' collar which surrounds the 
neck. It is a dangerous animal, for if you 
kill one the whole herd will attack you 
.iiid niuko good use of their sharp tusks. 
1 )nco near tho (Jtilf of Dnloe 1 killed a 
lender of a iierd of peccaries, and I saved 
iiyself from tlio infuriated animals by 
dimliiiig a tro!* Yet, even then I was 
nut safe, for tiie peccaries BurKiunded the 
l.reo and kept me in ' that uncomfortahle 
iidsitioii for seven hours, until iny com 
paiiiona came to the rescue mid disiiersed 
lie herd. Tho IIchIi of a pocoary re- 
sembles that of a hog, but tastes rather 
sweetish. 

Coati, or coati-moiuli, ruseinblos a ra- 
coon, bub has a long tail and a very long 
.oiout, which is a sort of flexililo pronoacis. 
It can climb the trees with great agility, 
booking for insects. 'I'liey are oftiui do- 
nesticated in Cost;'. Rica, and altlinugli 
Very aniitaing, thoy are ratlior treaclier- 

lUS. 

I5itt tliH large.st aimnal of Costa Rica is 
tho ta]>ii', wliicfi ia very abundant in 
iwainpy localities. The skin is often a 
luarter of an inch thick iind its flesli dark 
ind sweet. The natives called it "Inn i.s 
del monto," or mountain jack-ass. .Sonic 
naturalists iissert tli.at thu tajiir i.s not to 
be found north of tho iKthinua of Uarioii 
—an assertion entirely faUo, as the tapir 
H not only found in Gosta Bica, hut as 
well ill all others of tho Oeiitral American 
republics. 

rhoi;o U nowhoi^ on the Spanish-Amor 
can coast from San Diogo to Cape Hon. 
■iuch an aiiiouiit of deep bays and o.xool- 
lunt aneliorages, us on tho west coast of 
Costa RicH — .Salinas, Culebra, Elena, 
.Murcielngo, Potrero (irando, Coco Brazil- 
ito,2 .luauilln, Uvita and many others. 
.Such are the names of some of the bays, 
uiany of them unknown to the outside 
world iind only discovurod by tho expedi 
1 inn of wliicli I was a niomlier. These 
liays are deserted and silent, there are iiu 
cities on their sliores and no eointneice. 
nobody lives in their vicinity, and where 
the water ends there begins a wildunieBB, 
inhabited only, by wild animals and occn- 
sioimlly by Indians. , ; ' v •. Vi 

But in the midway between the nor- 
i iioni and southern e.\troinity of tho re- 
public stretches a magnilicent slioet of 
water, dotted, like the gulf of Fonseca, 
ivith many islandu. It is the great gulf oi 
Nicoya, an inland son, the centre of all 
western ciiinnierco of Costa-Uica. Here 
(ve behold on a long, sandy nock of land 
the larj{cst maribime city on tho coast of 
Coiitriil Amurica — the harbor of Puiita 
Arenas. 

I'uuta-ArenaH, or Puntaronas, is of a 
grout iinportiince, as from this ptu't is 
oxpvrtod coltee, thu chief article of coni- 
inurce of Costn-llica, Thirtoen iniUiur. 
pounds of cofloe were exported from 
I'untnrunas last year, and rmly a little 
over half Ihis anioiitit from Puerto Liinoii, 
on the Atlantio. The coll'eo grows ovory- 
wlioro ill Costa- Rica, and is the real 
Source of wealth of the republic, the cities 
of Cartagii, Aliijuela, Uerudia and the 
capital, San .losij, being tho principal 
inarketa in the interior. 

I'untaroiiaH is not a beautiful town, 
tlioiiirh tho life hero is vury ploasaiil. 
With tho (.ixcoiition of liOim, thu Costa- 
llicaii liiu'lior is tho gayest, placo on the 
coast of Central America, Thu money is 
easily gained hero and easily spent; be- 
sides thu Co-stii Ri'jiiiih never keep any 
monny and C()imo(pioiitIy nuvor got rich. 
Tlioy enjoy life as long as thoy can, 
never thinking what will be to-morrow, 
riiey work it is true, but whi\t they gain 



during tho week they speinl on .Saturday 
and Sunday. Thoy begin dancing on 
Saturday evening and eml it on Monday 
inornhig, with the exception of a couple 
of^hourf, on Sunday, when thoy go to 
chuWsh. Fandango is tho favorite dance 
of |)oor and rich, of high and low, and t he 
marimba the principal musical iiistriniient. 
They love imisio passionately, and they 
express ahv.iys in sung their love and 
despair, their joy ami sorrow. At night 
a gay caballeru takes his guitar imd goes 
under the window of the house where his 
lady-love lives. He begins then lo play 
and to sing, imploring his goddess to 
show heraelf and tu give him a few words 
of consolation. . Of course ho usually gets 
what ho wants, and very oftoti is oven 
allowed to kiss a sinidl wliito hand, m he 
gets a flower from * the lady ho hives, or 
euen a cigar ! The atdont lover is 
then satidtied and he goes homo like a 
cuiKjuering hero. « 

The young ladies of Costa Rica, especi- 
ally those of Spanish origin, aro like their 
sisters of other republics, very pretty, 
often bountiful. They have thu most 
inrignilicent black, linuid eyes, and re- 
iiiarkHbly small feet and hands. Thoir 
conipluxioii is very fair, though thoy spoil 
it otteii by using too much rougo and 
poudre. At tho ago of twelve they are 
often married, at twonty-tive they are 
grand-mothers and at tliirty thoy are 
counted already as "the old ladies," 
though there are many u.vceptiotis when 
tho ladies preserve their beauty to a very 
old age. 

The ladies seldom dress aftor tlie 
liluropenii fashion, but preserve llioir old 
and boautiful Spanish mantillas. The 
black lace and crti/ie phiy also im iin^iort- 
ant part ill thdr dress.* The Indies of 
good fainiliuB very soldem show them- 
selves on tho s reets except wlien tliey go 
to ehuroh, besides the young seiioritas 
never go alono but always in company 
with .'111 elderly iiiairoii nr diien.i. Tliev 
llirt, however, whenever tlicy can, luil. 
I thoy are true to thoir lovers and make 
excellent wives and mofchera. 

South of Puntaronas there 'are no vil- 
lages ur cities until wo meet tlie gro;it 
(!ulf (jf Dulce. This iiiiinoiiHely deep body 
of water forms the soutliorn boundary of 
Costa Rica, for a little further beyond the 
Burica Point Central America ends, and 
begins, poUtically speaking. South Amer- 
ica* 

On tho shores of tho Gulf of Dulco, on 
tho vorgis of tho tropical forost, there 
dwell a fow families, fiu'ining the eoiii- 
inunity of Santo Domingo. 1 lived with 
them Hve weeks, and a curious life it was ! 
.Scarcely anybody ever visits this roiiiote 
corner, and the inhabitants do not know 
anything about the outside world. (July 
occasionally they send a boat to Chirigiii, 
in the United States of Columbia, to 
;bring thither hides and to fetch back 
what is necessary. Thero is no school 
and no church in Santo Domingo, and, 
with the oxcojitioi) of "jofe politico," no- 
body can road or write. But, dance thoy 
can, and even here thoy Inive thoir 
marimba and their fandango. Thoy are 
hoBpit:ible, primitive, and sfuiietimes very 
naive. Seeing me collecting plants and 
insects, they took mo for a physician, and 
never could I persuado them that 1 did not 
know anything about medicine. Another 
time I was sketching and their "jefe p<di- 
tico," who hoard something about photo- 
graphy, told them that I could take their 
[licturos. Of course everybody wanted 
t,o have one, and in' vain 1 tried to per- 
suado them that aketchhig and photo- 
graphing were two difl'orent things alto- 
gotliur. Thoy woidd imt believe me. 
Finally, in desjiair, 1 ..(ketcliod tho ]ior- 
trait (jf the "jofe politico," but in such 
an ugly an unllattoring manner that the 
tnhabittnits were terror-stricken and did 
not wish any more pictures. As for the 
"jefe politico," I am sorry to say that he 
never could forgive me, for ho prided 
himself to be tho handsoinoBt man in the 
villaxo, a regular Doii .luan of Santo 
Domingo. 

East from th'o gulf of Dulco, in a wild 
and niiknowii territory, dwell a curious 
tribe of Indians, tho Talamancas. They 
are fierce and war-liko and only 
nominally christians. The Spaniards 
never could conquer them, and they aro 
jveii now an independent tribo. They 
livo in 80-callod "palengues," large adoliu 
Imildiu^s, wliicli cuntnin many families. 
In f.act, tlioir system of community ia re- 
markably similar to that of tho Zunis in 
Arizona. 

In the northern extremity of Costa 
Rica, the Lake of Nicaragua, si's to 
bo found GuatUBos, the only white tribe 
of Indians in America. Of course, they 
.vro not white in oiir sense, yet they are 
remarkablj' fair ascompjired with otherln- 
diana. Thoy live only in dense forests on 
tho Vianks of tho rivers, and never oxposu 
tliomselvos to tho rays of the sun — a fact 
which accounts for the fairness of their 
skin 

Costa Rica has more white inliAbitants 
than any other republic of Central Amer- 
ica, the t/ital |)opulation not exceeding 
.tOO.OOO. Independent since IHiil, CnnU 
lliiia formed from 1824-39 a [lart of 
the Central Aiueriom confederation. 
The pnisident ia elected for four years. 
Uo is assisted by two vice-presidents who 
•ire elected annuidly by tho coiigross. Tho 
c.ongressiiien are oloetod for four yeni's, 
but ono lialf retire every two years. 

The Andes of Costa Rica nro much 
liiglier and moro stupendous tliaii tluwe of 
Nicaragua. Tho^ form an iminenao pla- 
teau in the interior,- with mighty peaks 
and volcanoes, and terrific ravines and 
arroyiis. Thoy would bo terrible in tboir 
gigantic dimen.siuiia if tbi;y were mit so 
radiant and green. Thu frcbhne.ss of 
naturo takes tho gloomy aspect from 
thorn and covers the Cordillera with a veil 
of grandeur and beauty. The moat promi- 
nent peaks are — tho mighty but regular 
Drosi, the fantastic Turialba, and the ter- 
rible volcano of Irazu, whoso immenBo 
coiiu hangs, lilte the sword of Damocles, 
over tho fair city of Cartngo.

RESIGNATION OV BISHOP HILLS. 

We have to anrioune© this morning tlio 



resignation of the Eighfc Reverend George 
Hills, D. .D., Bi»lw>p of Columbia, to the 
Synod, to take effect in October next. 
This distinguished prolate is the eldest 
son of the lato Rear-Admiral Genrgo Hills 
and was born at Eyethoni, Kent, En: 
Imd, in 181(). He wiis ordained deacon 
in 1827, and priest in 1820, his acadein 
ical education iiauing been received in the 
I'niversity of Durham, wliore lie grad 
uatod B. A., in 1835; M. A., in 1838; and 
D. D. in 1858. He was appointed lecturer 
of L'eeds Parish Church in 1841; incuni 
bent of St. Mary '8y Leeds, in 1846, vicar 
of Great Yarmouth in 1848, and honorary 
Canon of Norwich Cathedral in 1850. He 
was also elected proctor for Norwich ii 
Convocation, and was chai)lain to the 
union and jail of Great Yarmouth until 
ho was consecrated the first Bishop of 
British Oobiinhin in 185!). His record ii 
England was that of nn able and pious di- 
vine, lie married in 1805 Mary Pliila 
dolphia Louisa, eldest diiughtor of tlie 
lute Adiniral Sir Richard King, 
K. C. B,, who is still his 
loving and loveable help-meet. Ad 
vacing age and ill-health were the rea- 
sons ascribed for tho step. The diocese 
of wbicli the Bishop assumed cliarge was- 
endowed by the Baroness Burdett-Couttt 
in tho sum of £30,000. Shortly after land 
ing liKre ho was followed by a number oi 
clergymen and the nmtorials for St. John's 
Church and tho Bishop's Palace. In 18(50 
the Bishop ustabliHhed Anglican mission 
on tho Mainland, visiting remote districts 
on foot and plitnting the Gospel where a 
Protestant clergyman had , never, before 
ventured.' ' i Christ/ :Churcht was created a 
cathedral' with" the 'rector, Ilev. Mr, 
Cridge, as deiin. In 1874 came 
the great split or schism, when 
the congiegation of Christ Chiircl 
wont over to tho Reformed Epis 
copal church nlniost in a body. Subs 
([uontly, the diocese of British Coluinbiii 
was divided by tho creation of two bial 
oprica on the iiiainbuul, iind tho foatoring 
cure of Bishop Hills has since boon con 
lined to V,.ncoarer Island. The resigna 
tion of his lioWsliip will Be deeply re 
gretted by the , pepple ^atnong, whpm^ h 
has lived and discharged his' inip'urtani 
duties for nearly thirty years.

How long tlu 
party will cling to the latter policy, 
Heaven only knows ; but if we may 
judge the future by tiio experience of tin- 
piist, its adliesi(.ii will coiitinuo only iintii 
tho result of iiii appeal to tho people li.-e 
sliowii the disfavor in which it is held. 
Wo aro froo to admit tliiit reciprocity 
diU'ura in essential particulars from n 
cuniiiiercial or customs union. It would 
leave Canada in control of her (iscul 
policy towards otlior iiiititma than the 
United States, at liberty to iinpoao rucIi 
duties as a\A pleases upon the product.'-: 
and manufactures of Great Britain, 
France, Germany, the West Indies, etc., 
even to enter into reci))rocity with 
tho mothor country if so desired ; while 
commercial UMion im)>lieB a common 
t.irill" on the p.irt of Canada and the 
United States against the resb of the 
world. S( far, therefore, as the objec- 
tion to the latter projoct, that it involved 
the surreinbu' by Canada of ccuitrol of IIk^ 
tariir, goes, il is niodilied'by the piojiosal 
of uiirostrictod reciprocity. (Xhor ob- 
jections to tho Wiman. sohemo, however, 
apply with equal force to tho substitute, 
namely, that it will seriously impair the 
public revenue ajid render direct taxa- 
tion necessary to the collection of a sum 
adequate to moot the oxpoiiHOH of gov- 
ernment, that ij will seriously disturb the 
financial, industrial and mercantile in- 
terests of Canada, and that it inevitably 
requires discrimination against Great 
Pritikiii in favor uf a foreign ouuntiy. It 



will be generally recognizetl that it is | will aoftopt tho proposal, A demonstra- 
neither boconiing nor di>?ni'lied on tho 
part of the Parliament of Canada to enter 
into a serious discussion of tKei axi^^^^ 
and disadvantages of free trado- W'kh the 
Unltod States, and to open negotiations 
with the Government of that country for 
the adoption of the scheme, as tho Cart- 
wright resolution directs, unless there is a 
reasonable assurance and expectation that 
the overtures will bo received in a friendly 
spirit and in a desiro to favorably enter- 
tain the object sought. The Parliamentof 
Canada ought not to court a snub or rebull'; 
it ought not, inetaphoricidly speaking, to 
place itself in a position to be kicked by 
the United States, nay to eyon mvite the 
kicking. That much we SiUeve allpiir- 
ties in the. State, all Bolf-rOTpeuting men, 
will boncede. Now, we have been en- 
deavoring for many years past to socuro a 
measiiro of reciprocal trade with our 
neighbors. Wo made the attempt in 18()0, 
after tho expiration of tho treaty of 1854; 
wo tried again in ISli^ when the lato Hon. 
(iuorgo Brown was commissioned to 
Washington on l)ohalf of Canada to open 
negotiations for reciprocal trade; and in 
1879 the Parliament of Canada placed on 
the statute book an invitation to thjj Uni 
tod States to throw down the tariff bur- 
ners Against tho free exchange of tho na- 
tural products of both cimiitrios. To none 
.if these overtures bus tho United Stales 
rospuudod; uu the contrary, it has either 
ijjnored or uuceroiiioiiiously rejected all of 
iheiii. Hut, it may be atiid, on these ( C- 
isiona Canada sought only a luodieuiii of 
jciprocily, free trade merely in natural 
I'oducts, and there is no knowing that 
the Americans will not consent to nego- 
tiate for unrestricted reciprocity in all 
products, whether natural or manufac- 
tured. That we take it, is tho lino of 
ument pursued by Sir Richard Cart- 
ghb and his friends. There is this 
bo said in relation to that view: 
Congress lias refused to iiiaUo commercial 
treaties with foreign countries. The fuii- 
lainental doctrine of the Dciiiueractic 
lurty is that tho control and regulation 
pf the taritf should be absolutely vested 
11 Congresa, and that tho free re- 
gulation uf the tariff should not 
be hampered or tied up by couimorcial 
treaties. An arrangement for reciprocal 
trade with Mexico was "made four years 
by the Executive of tho United States. 
Congress has persistently refused to ratify 
the arrangement, and the tostiinony of 
[niblic men and the press is practically 
uniiiiinuiiis in declaring that with no 
country will the United States make a 
couimorcial treaty. Since it is well known 
that tho British commissioners extended 
an invitation to the United States Govern- 
ment to settle the fishery dispute on the 
basis of enlai-ged trade relations, placing 
no restriction or limitation whatever upon 
the extent of the reciprocity, and the 
United States (.Jovernmont tlatly and per- 
emptorily declined to accept the invita- 
tion to proceed with negotiations on such 
lines, tho aubjoct of unrestricted re- 
oiprocity must quickly be relegated to the 
.jblivioii to which commereial union has 
been consigned. But there is another 
and very potent reason why unrestricted 
reciprocity is chimerical. The United 
States will have nothing to do with a 
scheme which contemplates the froo 
;tdinissioir of all Canadian products 
into th'e^ market of that country, 
while Canada retains liberty to 
ibulish duties on British products enter- 
ing Canada. Tho Toronto (i.'/o/;t' has ably 
.iiid conclusively shown that a policy of 
this character, while it might bo a good 
thing f(U' Canada would bo scouted by the 
Americans, since it would practically de- 
stroy both the revenue-producing and 
protective purposes ''of the United St^ites 
taritl' by permitting the import of British 
goods into that country under the guise 
of Canadian products. Wo have other 
•and valuable testimony of the absurdity 
of the project of unrestricted reciprocity. 
Mr. Davies, M. P., one (.f the mostproni- 
iiieiit men in the Liberal raiik.s, last fall 
■ liscussed the (pie-stioii of coiinnorcial 
union before the Cliarlol tetowii, V. E. I., 
Hoard of Trade, and in tin; course of his 
leiiiarks l liu.s dismi.ssed the project of uii- 
le.stiicted reciprocity i\a utterly imprac- 
tic.-d.le :-

That is tho laiif,'iia},'o of a Liberal loader, 
and i.s simply coniiiioii sense. .So obvious, 
indeed, is thu folly of |irosiiiiiin^' that the 
United .States will consent to the free ex- 
change of all pnjducts with Canada, while 
Canada retains control of her tariil" against 
all other countriua, and can reduce it to a 
jjuroly revenue basia or abolish it alto- 
gether, that when the objection to coin- 
inercial union that it involved tho sur- 
render of tho control of the tnrilf was first 
iimde, the Liberal press and leaders with 
one accord procl.uiiiCil that wo iiiUuL tuku 
coiiiinercial union or nothing, because the 
United States will not consent to free 
trade on any other loriim.

PRESS eOMME2«m 

(Vancouver Xews-Advertlsor.) 
There are many matters of interest to 
the province fjenerally nientituied to in 
the jiapurs referriiiij to the lecent mission 
of the Provincial Sooietary to Ottawa, 
which were laid before the provincial 
legislature on Tuesday, We are aware 
that many of our contemporaries have 
been able to extract a good deal of enj(jy- 
ment and amusement out of what they 
were plea.sod to call "the Premier's holi- 
day tri|)," mid have insinuated that priv- 
ate purjioses rather than public interests 
were the reasons which impelled Mr. 
Robson to make the journey. Jt would 
soeiM to us, however, that a perusal of the 
list of the matters discussed between tiie 
Secretary and the Dominion governmuiii 
will show the importance of the .subjects 
which were considered. To tho objection 
that all these matters could have been 
eipii'.Uy as well discussed by cori e.spoiid- 
eiice without , the necessity of personal 
interviews and comiiiuuicatioiis between 
the Doiuiuipn and provincial premiers, 
wu would say tliat.'thU;ii|i]iHQt So oertain. 
If all trausuctions and inait^rs between 
such parties were strictly settled on cer- 
tain well detined lines or principles, tlioru 
might be some force in tho claim. 1-ut 
even then, as in many things which occur 
in everyday coiuniorcial transactions, a 
personal interview is often found to bo of 
great advantage when it might perhaps 
seem that every purpose could bo attain- 
ed by a coirLspondeiice through tho 
mails. Except, therefore, in a spirit of 
captious and party criticism wo think no 
olio will say that the now famous journey 
to Ottawa was not desirable, or will 
grudge the expense thereby entailed. 

Before the close of the present session 
occasions will probably arise, on whicl 
the govonunent will be williiii; to give 
further iletails and more specilic infornia 
tion on some of the Hubjucls which tin 
provincial secretary refers to in his re 
p ut. Wo observe amongst the matters 
he speaks of, is thu question of the settle- 
ment of the boiindaiy line between 0»«a 
da and Alaska. Mr. Robson 'says that 
this question "was e.-irnestly considered 
and tho advisability of British Columbii 
being heard before any ci-mmission «as 
appointed to deal with it, was conceded." 
This i.s, we consider, a most iniporl.-int 
subject, and it is one un which we should 
like to have Homo further information. It 
is admitted by all that on every jirovious 
occasion on which (piestioiis of tho boun- 
daries of the Unitc(i States and Canada 
have b.-eii negotiated between the British 
and the United .States authorities, that 
the British govornmcnt have always had 
the Worst of the settloiiient. * * * 

At present it iw, of course, uncertain 
what the v.iluc of the country along tiio 
a))proxiiii.itu boundary line between Can- 
ada and Alaska nctually is. Enough, 
ho,wovor, is known to lead ua to aujipoKu 
that a careless sottleiiieiit on our part may 
be found, within a few years, to bo gre.-it- 
ly tooiu' disadvan'age. There also seema 
no reason to (ioubi that although lliore 
should bo no ditlioully in proving what 
was iiitonded, yet that by the actual 
phraseology of the lauguHge defining some 
portions of tho lino of delimitation on the 
coast and the islands, tliuro is a ])ossibility 
of a claim being made adverso to the in- 
terests of Canada. There aro al-to some 
(jtlier points to which, although it is not 
iieceMsiiiy to refer now, attention will re- 
quire to be called. No other portion of 
the Dominion is so 'miioh interested in 
this boundary question as British Colum- 
bia is, and our Goveriiiiient have acted 
wisely and in tlitj interests of the province 
in getting the Dominion autiiorities to 
agree that it shall be heiSrd in the matter. 
It now only rouiains for our own Govern- 
ment to see that all points are clearly 
roiiresonted, and in jfftatJidt'iof such im- 
portance, tho people of tli6 'Province will 
bo anxious to get further details than aro 
supfilied by the papers laid before tho 
legislature.

-•Mioiit 7 o'clock on l-'riday evening a 
Well-dressed individii.-il entered Mr. Lewi.s 
Lewis' ohithing store on Yates Street and 
iiskod to see some pants. Mr. Lewis 
showed the stranger a jiair, which he .said 
Would do, and iva tho price was roa."oiiabh: 
he guessed he wimbl take the entire suit, 
which amounted to i'l.'l.bO.

Corp nation of Victoria at the 
prosocutimi of iMock Foe and another, 
This is an applioation for-'a-nian- 
dainus to tho corporation, ordering 
llieiii to issue a renewal of ' a pawn- 
broker's license to tho prosecutors. 
Tilo iea.s..ii alle-ed hy tliu corporation for 
their rofus.'il is that they have passed a 
resolution stating th.it in tlieir opinion 
the pioseciitors are not lit persons to be 
the recipients of such a license. It is al- 
leged by the iirosccutiou and not denied 
that the council have in fact ordered the 
collector to issuo UO' pHwnbridiing lie use 
to any Cliinainan. And tho proposition 
was Ini.adly advaucoil before 1110 that the 
[irovincial Icgislatuio have tho right to 
olimiiiate nationalities or individuals from 
the capacity to receive these trade licenses; 
and that they have in coiiforniity with 
Regina iw. liodgo delegated to the council 
authority to exercise that right. flie lirst 
of thoHU oouteniions has already boon be- 
fore thi.s court, and has I think been en- 
tirely denied by sever.il judges now on the 
bench. In the lirst [dace liy Mr. Justice 
(iray, in Tai .Sing or Macguire's case 
i87« (reporled Cluii. Com. Ropt. App. ('< ) 
by Mr, .1 ustiee Crease in Wing Pong's case 
(2 B. 0. R. lolt, 1880), and by myself in 
Meu Wah's casu (not reported). These 
douisioiia liiivo nuvur bueii appealed, and 
I do not feel at liberty to disregard them. 
I must thurufuro assume that no such 
authority exists in the iirovincial legisla- 
ture, aud therefore it is iuipossiblu that 
they could have delegated it, or cimferred 
it oil the council. Kvidently, if such a 
power e.vinteil,. tlieii, since 1.0 man may in 
any muiiioiptility puraiiu any avocation 
without such license, the local legislature 
might exclude largo classes of men from 
gaining a livliliood, or indeed existing in 
the province — a very wide interference 
with "trade and commerce" which is to- 
tally removed from their control by the 
B. N. A. Act. 

It may be useful, however, to oxaiiiiiio 
brielly the grounds on which the council 
liavo boon advised that tliey have a 
discretion in the matter. Tlii;i was 
in the argument before ma entirely 
based on tho permissive forn lulopied 111 
the statute (iMuniciiial Act 7, IS^T, e. Ill, 
s. 1(11,) "Tho municip.ilii,> .snail liave 
power to issue licenses" for the trades ami 
professions enumerated, including pawn- 
brokers (subs- lU) "and to levy and col- 
loct by means uf such licensua the 
amounts" therein spuoitied. And stress 
was hiid 011 the word "liconsu"aa iiitiiniit- 
ilig apermissioii; without w hiehanl eeedenl 
license or permission tlie priq;iisuiL.' trader 
could not lawfully commence lui.-iiness 
(s. llL', s. llo.) But these words do not 
iuqily any discretion, 1'. aiuhority to 
grant or refuse. I'riinu j'ncic, overy per- 
son living under the protection of British 
law has a right at unco to exorcise his in- 
dustry and ability in any trade or calling 

110 may select. Tlio only instances in 
w hich simii^ antecedent certificate of ht- 
ness or ipialitication is required, are, I 
think, liquor dealers, medical men, and 
barristers and solicitors. 'I'liesi. also have 
to take out annual licenaoa under the 
Municipality Act. But special tribunals 
are appointed to judge antecedently of 
their titness. And, 1 thuik it is cpnte un- 
hoard of that tho council should arbitrar- 
ily assume to refiiso a license to any of 
these classes, or to \iiliintecr any st.ite- 
iiient of their opinion of the titness or uii- 
tilne.ss of a doctor or solicitor. If the 
council is to have an absoluto di.scretioii 
to refiisaa license tn any person applying 
on the ground of what they chouse to 
allege as untitno.ss, then half ii doZBii 
tradesmen may secure themselves an 
entire muiiopoly nf their respect ive tr.-ides 
throughout the muiii''ip.ilily, by simply 
Voting that ill tlieir opiiiiou each propos- 
ing competitor 's an unlit jierson. 

But it the least iittoiitioli bo bostowod 
on the aUitiito, it wiU be Buon' that the 
legislature has given 110 discretion to tlio 
council. The .stiitiito does not even say 
they may "i;iaiit" lieen.-.e.- ; but only lli.-it 
they may issue them. 'I'he industi i.d classes 
are told, " Y'ou m.iy not carry on yoin 
tr.ado ill the municipality wit bout a license; 
if you ask where lo get ,a lieciiho 
wo have ivuthurized the municipality to 
i.ssue it on payment to I lium of theainiual 
ainounl lived by bj'-lavv." Now, enabling 
words aro always ciiinpulsuiy when they 
are w.uils to i^li'ectiiate a leg.d ri;.dil 
(.lulius v. Hp. ()\b.rd. o App. t'.-i.. I.. R. 
21-1). -\hil It is nf cmirse iinneecssary to 
prove,- I slii'ulil, but ior this class of 
cases, have supposed ih.-it if w.is unneces- 
sary even ti> sUitc the inuioiibted right, 
wdiich is the lioast of lingliall law, that 
every |ieisini living under it has a right 
to his industry, ;iiid fo tho fruits of it. 
.-\nd when we look to tho form nf tiie 
license 111 the schediik; to the act we see 
tll;it it is lint issued by the i;orpor,il ii lu at 
all (which cnidil only be done under se.-d) 
and that it amuuuis In nntlnngmore than 
the Collector's receipt fur tho license 
money, and a certificate tliat so far as 
that ia concerned (and that is all that 
concerns the corporatii ui) the holder may 
exercise the Cidling tliulein siiccilied. 

It was alleged that the occiii'atinii of a 
pawnbroker alloids iiecidiar facilities for 
tho coiicunliueiit of stolen goods, .iiid the 
escape of criuiinal8,and that it isparticiil;ir 
ly esauiitial that care should be exercised 
in the selection of persons to carry it 1.11. 
It is, however, for llie li.';,'isl.-itiire to speak 
on siu.-h a snlijeel, anil ii li;is spnuun. 
There are speci.-il laws fidat iiiL' t o pawn- 
brokers. The busme.s.i, it is true, is not, 
to iie sl |)i;i .-niis, att racl.i\'e. \ [r.awii- 
broker ile.ils always with tho neeily, occa- 
sionally with tho criminal classes; ho 
must generally be hard, and alwa}s usiir 
lulls, lint he has always been consiileieil 
a necessary uvil. There h;is never, so fai- 
ns I know, been [daceil any limit on their 
number any more than on the oumber of 
bakers or butchers. It has been deeinei] 
auiliciuiit to make special laws in respect 
to them and their buuks- and tho super- 
vision of tho police. But so also aro 
there many special laivs for the iiis|iection 
of liuiclier's shops uniler the Health .acts, 
and of grocers, ,ind bakers, and milk 
dealers, and in fact, of all traders, iiniler 
the Weights ami mea.siin's acts and tlie 
adiilturation acts; and a loforeiico to 
the London police, courts .'WilL show 
that many claasbs of:-.trade8iiieii 
far sui pass the pawiihrokors in' the iiuiii- 
ber and iniporl.-.nce of the charges .'igainst 
tlimu before the stipendiary ina:;istrates. 

1 11 fact the ])awiibroki.r assist s the detec- 
tion of criiuilials iiorhajis a:-, often as he 
defeats it, and is a most u'sufu! ally of tho 
pidico. 

It is not unintorestiiig to mito tho 
uiiiforinity with which tho same events 
result from tho naiiio principles, al- 
though in voty (lillerent parts of 
the world. Victoria does not possess a 
monopoly of race jealousy. In t he l''reiicb 
colony of Cayeiino tho town council 
recently hnndicapiied tho Hujiorior capaci- 
ties of tho Cliiiianian by iinpoaing on 
merchants of that oiiipiiu ;vn extra tax of 
§300 por annum, ileoniing it alao ox- 
podioiit to haiidicai) Kiiglisli and Curinaii 
tr.ideiH by a siirlax of .^lidO on them. 
But on an appeal to the coiirls at Paris, 
all these im]ioHilions wore declared null 
on tho very same principles as those on 
which the ciiuiis hero insisted when they 
decided the cases above rufurrod to, viz,, 
as being infringemonts at oiieo of jicr- 
soii.-il iihorty, and of tho equality of all 
iiion before the law, and also negation of 
international rights.
